And if ir were Forbidden, we fhon'd think fuch a 
Prohibition may be well juftified, becaufe there is 
Rot equal Reafon for Infant-Communion as In- 
fant-Bapii/m. For the Receiving of the Eucharist 
isan Act of Knowledg and Piery: It fuppofes a 
Remembrance of Christ’s Paffion, a Thankfulnefs 
for the Benefits Received thereby, an Examination 
of the Worthinefs of the Reciever, and a Refolu- 
tion cf Amendment of Life, of all which Adtions 
Adult Perfons only are capable. Whereas Baptifm 
¥ of the Nature of a Covenant, which a Minor 
with the help of Sponfors or Guardians is as capa- 
- of making as an Adult Perfon. It is true in- 
‘i that the Scripiure fays nothing exprefly, ei- 
WF of the Baptifm or Communion of Infants: But 
the PraQice of the Primitive Charch is any Rule 


to us, we have a whole Cloud of Witneffes who 
Speak of the firft as a Thing generally Practifed, 
and which ought to be Practifed in the Charch : 
Whereas of Infant-Commmnion there are but few 
Inftances.

A. This Queftion is thus Propoled by driffot'e 
in his Mechanics, Why cannct a Man Rife up from 
his Seqt, ublefs he eithe: bend his Body jorward; 

or theft hré Feet backward? Bur in thé-Pofture of 
fireng, the Mans Legs ere fuppoled to make a 
Angle with hs -Thighs,-and- bis: Thighs with his 
Back. For Refoiu:ion of chis. Subiii Problem, che 
Pailofopher propofes rwo particulars, which are 
very Trivial and not worth Tranfcrtbing But 
any one thac underftands Statcs this is an eafy 
Queftion. For while the Bouy ts in this Ctangu- 
lar Pofition, the Thighs may be confidered as a 
Leaver; one Principal Confideration concetning 
which, is, thar the Power and Weighr to be railed 
or moved are in a reciprocal Proportion of their 
Diftacce from the Fu'ciment when they Equipon- 
derate. Burin this Pofition of the Body the Ful- 
ciment which is the Legs is placed at the Excremi-
